Ever since th at time, 
however Tabasco has had two gov­ 
ernors, one the people want and one 
that Carranza wants.” 


Respect for British 
Corroborative testimony as to the 
general Insecurity of American life 
and property was given the commit 
tee and to illustrate it he related 
the stories of three attacks by b a n ­ 
dits or government troops in which 
he had been caught. One a recent 
occasion, he and an oth er American 
he said were removed from a train 
th at rebels had attacked and b u r n ­ 
ed. They were marched off into the 
hills and were told by one of the es­ 
cort they would be hanged. IBs com­ 
panion escaped. His own release he 
attributed to hi« reply when he was 
asked if he were an American. “ Yes”

“Other nationalities receive pro­

Mexicans. Tlho bandits in 
Mexiao 
are the Carrancistas and the Car- 
rancistas are the bandits.” 
Women Tell Exeriences. 
Dramatic accounts of their experi­ 
ences were given the committee by 
Mrs. Mary. Wright. Mrs. James A. 
Willis and Mrs. Jos. C. Bailey. The 
husband of Mrs, Willis disappeared 
while trying to get her out of the 
country. It is assumed by her he is 
dead. The husband of Mrs. W ri ght 
died as a result of hardships en d u r­ 
ed in Mexico. Mrs. W ri gh t told the 
committee how she and her d a u g h t­ 
ers hid for weeks in a canebrake to 
escape the revolutionists, described 
their efforts to cling to their farm 
in San Luis Potosi and finally their 
flight to the United States when 
word reached them that the state de­ 
partment advised Americans to leave 
Mexico. 
The testimony of Mrs. Bailey and 
Mrs. Willis was of their failure to 
save 
their farms in 
the state 
of 
Aguascalientes and their subsequent 
escape to the United States. 
Matthew Warner, veteran of th^ 
Civil War. now resident of San A n ­ 
tonio added to the committee's record 
corroborative 
testimony 
regarding 
the insecurity of life and property 
by giving the history of the Atasca- 
dor Colony wfiuich he founded during 
the rule of Porflrio Diaz and near 
Tampico. It was peopled by farmers 
from 
Nebraska, 
Illinois, Iowa and 
Texas. A German and one Atmerican 
family remain on the property. His 
account included reference to the 
murde r of A. Burt and the serious 
injury of his father by Mexicans. It 
was 
on th a t property 
th at 
the 
da ughte rs of Matthew Gourd were 
assaulted by Mexicans who first rop­ 
ed their father in such position he 
might v j t n e s their acts, 
p. F. Poorbaugh of Kansas City 
who told of the devastation of the 
Fortttjt« (property in the state of 
Vera Cruz, quoted Francisco De La 
Bara, president ad interim at the 
time he became a part owner of the 
property, as saying ‘‘while Mexico 
would do all it could to give them 
protection, their own country u nder 
intervention law would protect them 
if Mexico found herself unable to do 
so.” 
It was near the F o rtu n a property> 
he told the committee 
th a t E. E. 
Morgan was killed in April, 1919, 
by Mexicans after having first been 
tortured. 
Poorbaugh 
in describing 
one visit he paid to the property 
said the German consul at 
Puerto, 
Mexico, advised

man or an Englishman if he wished
